DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1, 10, and 17 are vague and indefinite because it is unclear which funds are being 
transferred into or being received from. 

Examiner suggests the following amendment: 

. . .which funds can be transferred but from which funds cannot be transferred out 

--OR- 

. . .which funds can be transferred but from which said funds cannot be transferred. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over Talati et al. 
(US 5,903,878) 

Talati et al. disclose : 
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A system and mehtod for storing data for facilitating a financial transaction originating from a 
payer in a computer network, comprising: 

■4 a data structure for access by a payer (50) to initiate a financial traction originating from the 
payer, said data structure including a personal payment number (identifier; 331) format 
comprising: 

— ► routing information to direct financial transaction information to a particular 
institution among a plurality of institutions using the computer network (fig.3); and 
— >a unique identification of a payee associated with said particular institution, wherein 
said personal payment number identifying an account into which funds can be transferred 
but which funds cannot be transferred (col.2, line 51-coL3, line 60); 
-* said personal payment number format further comprising an identifier identifying said 
personal payment number as an account into which funds can be transferred but not from which 
can be received (col.4, line 46-coL5, line 50 and col.6, line 33-coL8, line 48) 
-♦wherein said routing information identifies an address associated with accounts limited to 
receiving funds and not capable of transferring out funds (315); 

-♦wherein said routing information includes a bank identification number (see banking system 
60).
